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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 9 and 11-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claims 9 and 1 1 , which include, a method of 
verifying at least one centering characteristic of an ophthalmic lens provided with 
engraved markings and mounted frame , the method comprising the following steps: 

c) using a digital camera to pick up the light transmitted by the ophthalmic lens and 
pattern filter ; d) processing the signal output by the digital camera to determine the 
position of the engraved marking of the ophthalmic lens in a stationary frame of 
reference ( claim 9) ; and e), the camera is used to pick up at least one positioning 
image formed in shadow by a passive pointer provided on the support and wherein in 
step f) deducing the value of centering characteristic from the known position of the 
support and from the positions of the permanent marking of the ophthalmic lens and the 
camera is used to pick up at least one positioning image formed in shadow by a passive 
pointer provided on the support (claim 1 1 ) (claim 1 1 allowed previous office action 
1/22/2008).
